Vzluable Information Secured By 
Government Experimental 
Stations 


Ir xperiments to determine the best 

varieties of vegetables to grow have 
been conducted on the Experimental 
Farms for many years. Seed «has 
been secured each year from the best 
seedsmen in Europe and America. 
As a result, the lists of vegetables re- 
commended in the Experimental 
Farm reports are a good guide to the 
gardener in purchasing his seeds. 
’ During the past two-seasons addi- 
tional experiments have been added, 
such as trying out different distances 
to thin certain vegetables, best dates 
to sow, etc. 

Experiments on the Scott Station 
with garden peas have proven that 
home grown seed is fully equal to 
imported seed, and that home grown 
secd can be saved each year. Plant- 
ing four different varieties of peas, 
each diaving a different scason for 
inaturing has lengthened the season 
for green peas for. household use by 
three weeks in 1916 over planting one 
variety at week intervals for four 
weeks. Trellising peas has been 
found to lessen the babor required in 


pickme, by abovt one-half. This is 
an important item where help ts 
scaree.

1 dare say you all have 
some experience in the use of Parcel 
Post these times in sending things 
to. your boys at the front, and have 
been surprised what syou could send, 
so that you can realize what a simple 
method you have right at hand ‘to 
help. out your marketing. 

I may tell you that lately the Post 
Office m Winnipeg had a shipment of

Flan Adopted in Saskatchewan 
Stimulate Interest 
Announcement has been made that 
the swine competition for juniors to 
be held at the winter fairs this year 
at Regina and Saskatoon is to b 
open’ to boys and. girls of’ Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, ranging in age} 
from those born January 1, $902, 
those born November 1, 1907. This 
isthe first time that anything like 
this has been held in the west on a 
large scale. The prizes amotmting 
to $400 are to be divided equally: be- 
tween Regina and Saskatoon, and are 
given by the Swine Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation of Saskatchewan. These fairs 
are being held under the auspices of 
the Saskatchewan Live Stock Board, 
the one in Regina being from No: 
vember 27 to November 30, and that 
at Saskatoon December 4 to Decem- 
ber 7 inclusive. The pigs will be judg- 
ed by the usual market standards. 
None will be eligible for entry which | 
is more than eight months old, Each 
contestant will be limited to one en- 
try. Vhe association pays transport 
charges from points in Saskatchewan 
and in case the exhibiter cannot ac- 
company his animal the association 
will look after its feeding, and if re- 
cuested sell it at the close of the 
fair to the best. possible advantage. 
The same animal cannot be: shown 
both at Regina and Saskatoon, but 
an exhibitor may show different ani- 
mals at both places.’

There is a great field for the develop- 
iment of dairying in western Canada 
and behind the industry there is the 
brisk, progressive spirit of the west. 

The eastern dairy farmet might as 
well decide that his western market 
is gone and that he will have to meet 
with keener competition in his own 
eastern market than ever before. In 
one sense, this expanding industry of 
the west offers to the dairy breeder 
the east a great opportuaity. 


Western dairymen are already heavy 


| 


buyers the well bred dairy. stock, 
both pure bred and grade, that | is 
produced on eastern farms. This is 
a market that will increase immense- 
ly as dairying progresses in the west. 
And here we would like to sound a 
note of warning. There has been a 
tendency in the past to ship the culls 
cf the herd to the west and the repu- 
tation of eastern dairy stock nas suf- 
fered accordingly. To spoil’ the west- 
ern market for the sake of getting rid 
of a few defective cattle, is like kill- 
ing. the goose that may lay the gold- 
en egg. Many thousands ‘of splendid 
dairy cows have been shipped west, 
but there have been many culls 
sent along with 
them.Montreal Family Herald.

Sportsmen Can: Help, in | Preventing. 
Waste from Fire Losses 


‘There are- estimated to “be 10,000 
forest fires in Canada every year ot 
;all sizes and descriptions. Nine 
tenths‘ are set by human hafds, and 
the .dathage runs from four to ten 
miltions of dollars, not counting dam- 
age to soil, to the valuc of watershed 
areas and many other -factors. 

“Thrift in forest fires” is. a new 
movement which. the: Canadian For- 
estry Association -has started among- 
st the guides, . and campers and 
sportsmen of Canada with a view to: 
cutting. down the country's. timber 
losses in 1917, As is well known, 
the present-day causes of forest fires 
are not the railways as much as: the’ 
settlers,.campers, hunters and fisher- 


;inen, - Thoughtlessness in respect to 
camp ‘fires, the throwing» away of 
lighted tobacco, :matches, etc., has 


caused some of the worst conflagra- 
tions in history. During the months 
of May and June, before the fire sca- 
son is well under way this year, 
; thousands of outdoors men are being 


asked by the covoperation of the 
newspaper publishers of Canada to 
make 1917 a. year of thrift in the 
ferest. Not only is Canada’s ex- 


haustible supply of limber seriously 
| reduced in a time when it should be 
protected and improved by every 
possible means, bit hundreds of 


miles of once excellent fishing and 
hunting and camping grounds are 
turned into blackened ruins. 

‘No camp fire should be left this 
year until it is dead out.” A few 


extra pails of water or spades of sand 
will make this point certain. No fire’ 
should be set except among rocks or 
gravel, never in a bog or in leaves of 
needles. Throwing lighted tobacco 
or matches into the forest is conduct 
that is chargeablé only to the ama- 


teur.

but he usually escapes while better 
men perish. In England great wealth

What a Prominent Farm Editor Says 
of. the. Fanadian West | 


Mr. A. D. Penny, editor of “Farm 
Life,” Chicago, ‘writes his impressions 
of the Canadian West as follows: | 

“Mixed Farming Chances.” 
grain raising, that is to say, wheat 
raising, will probably remain for a 
long time to come, the chief product 
‘of Canadiah farms, nevertheless, I was 
most favorably impressed with the 
opportunities open to the man who 
engaged in mixed farming and stock 
raising. I believe that with the pos- 
sibilities for economical meat produc- 
tion, which this country appears to 
possess, the greater profits will be 
found in beef and pork productions 
and dairying. The risk wili be found 
much less and the returns more sure 
than in grain farming. In the districts 
surrounding the towns cf Dauphin, 
Humboldt, Prince Albert, Vermilion, 
North Battleford and ‘%dmonton we 
found conditions were adapted to stock 
raising and general farming. The 
‘| natural brome grass and western rye 
grass make great growth here and 
provide economical feed tn abundance. 
Timothy grows well and alfalfa is be- 
ing experimented with,. with good re- 
sults. In fact, in the first two weeks 
of August we found'pastures as. green 
and as juxtriant as June meadows in 
the States. Hay is, plentiful through- 
out this section ghd stock is finished 
on ground barley, oats or: frosted 
wheat. 

The development of stock raising is 
still In its infancy here, nevertheless 
farmers are beginning in a small way 
and have already demonstrated that 
this line of farming brings in the most 
satisfactory returns in the long run. 
What is more, these farmers are build- 
ing for the future and are laying the 
foundations for a permanent and pro- 


gressive agriculture.

The New World’s Part 


New World Steps in to Restore the 
Balance of the Old 


“TI called the New World into ex- 
istence,” Foreign Minister Canning 
declared, in his speech of December 
12, 1826, “to redress the balance of 
the Old.” That was the speech ac- 
knowledging the British paternity of 
the Monroe Doctrine. Its sequel has 
come following’ President Wilson’s 
address proclaiming the principle of 
the Monroe Doétrine for the use of 
the whole world. ‘In his speech in 
parliament on April 18, 1917, Andrew 
Bonar Law, in behalf of all the peo- 
ple of the British, Empire and the al- 
lied countries, welcomed the partici- 
pation of the United States in the 
War at its crisis in these words: “The 
new ‘world has stepped in, to restore 
the balance of the old.”—Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger.
